Louisville, Ky., June 26.—(Special.)—The 
free silver democrats of this state have pre- 
vailed over the office holders and the other 
goldbugs. 

Watt Hardin, the champion of free, un- 
limited and independent coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, was nominated fur gov- 
ernor tonight on the tirst ballot. 

He beat C. M. Clay, Jr., the Cleveland ana 
gvicbug candidate, by 1272 votes ani he haa 
@ majority over all the ca ididates of nearly 
6 votes. 

After all tne boasting which the cuckoo 
ani guld-subsidized press have done, they 
have nothing to show for it. They are try- 
ing to make it appear that the platform is 
an indorsement of their financial views, cr 
rather the views which they profess under 
fear of losing their jobs. This does not go 
here at all, but outside the state they will 
claim that theg have won a victory. The 
platform so, Sanaa to the national ad- 
pynisiraep tor its management of public 
affairs. e platform also says: ““We ea- 
press our undiminished confidence in the 
democracy and patriotism vi President 
Grover Cleveland and his distinguished co- 
adviser and secretary, John G. Carlisle. 

Not a word did they cre to say in open 
advocacy of the Cleveland financial policy 
of a single gold standard, Nor did their de- 
feated candidate, C. M. Clay, Jr., open his 
mouth against silver, altheugh it is weli 
known that he is a goldbug. 

The Hardin and Blackburn followers are 
enthusiastic. They won a ficht against 
great odds. An effort was made to pack the 
convention with federal office holders. Ev- 
ery man who has a job under the govern- 
ment in Washington came home to work in 
the convegtion. 

If the platform does anything on the 
financial question it straddles it, and the 
situation here is much like the situation in

HOW IT WAS DONE. 


Goldbugs Were Overwhelmingly 
Outnumbered in the Convention. 


Convention Hall, Lecuisville, Ky., June 25.~— 
Notwithstanding the fact that the dele- 
gates sat up until 1°30 o'clock this morning 
trying to transact some of the business of 
the convention with practically no success 
at all, they were up and at it again bright 
and early this morning. The convention 
was in running crder by 9:30 o’clock. The 
sixth delegation of Louisville was the bone 
cf contention. The majority and minority 
reports of the committee on credentials 
differed in that the one unseated the regu- 
lar delegation and the other recommended 
that it be seated. The fight over this ap- 
parently small matter was as hot as if 
there had been millions at stake. It plain- 
ly showed the temper of the body and 
promised a bitter fight when .he guberna- 
torial nominations dic come up for consid- 
‘eration. The Clay men claim that last 
night’s adjournment without taking a bal- 
lot helped them and it is certain that the 
Hardin men held out obstinately aygainst 
adjournment. Every roll call on ardjourn- 
ment last night showed a majority of the 
‘Hardin men egainst it. Each was a strict 
factional vote and when the convention 
was ended last right it was ended by the 
crairman, who peremtorily adjourned it 
without a roll call, while the Muhienberg 
Geiegation was still squabbling. 

The convention adopted the majority re- 
port by the vote of 448 to 425. A scene of 
the wildest confvsion followed, nats were 
tcssed in the air and waved on the end 
of canes and it wos several minutes before 
order could be restored. The committee on 
resolutions, through its chairman, Senator 
William’Lindgay, reported the majority re- 
port as follows: 

“To the Democratic Convention in Ses- 
gion at Louisville—The undersigned, a‘ ma- 
jority of your committee, beg leave to sub- 
mit as their report the accompanying 
resolutions: 

‘4. The democracy of Kentucky in con- 
vention assembled congratulates the coun- 
try upon the repeal of the McKinley tariff 


Jaw and upon the evidences we have on 
every hand of returning prosperity, under 


operation of reduced and equalized tariff 
3 and we denounce as fraught with 
danger and disaster the threat of our re. 
publican adversaries to re-establish protec- 
tariff and to reinaugurate the policy 

i omecent taxation which, in connection 
ith general misgovernment by the repub-'

lican party, culminated in the business 
panic of 1893. 

“2. The democratic party, which has al- 
ways stood for the separation of church 
and state, for the sake alike of civil and 
religious freedom, does not hesitate to 
condemn all efforts to create distinction 
among citizens, because of differences in 
faith, as repugnant to an enlightened age 
and abhorrent to the instincts of Ameri- 
can freemen. 

“3. We reaffirm without qualification the 
principles and policies declared »y the na- 
tional democratic platform of 1892 and de- 
clare that our present national uwemocratic 
administration is entitled to the thanks of 
the party for its honest, courageous and 
statesmanlike management of public af- 
fairs; and we express our undiminished

The Minority Condemn the Straddle. 
The fourth and fifth resolutions are devot- 


ed to state matters. The report of the mi- 


nority, which declared for a single gold stan- 
dard and which was an effort to split the 


gold men, was as follows: 

“We, the undersigned memoers of the 
committee on resolutions, dissent from the 
views expressed by the majority of the com- 
mittee in resolution No. 3, which is proposcd 
as an indorsement of the present national 
democratic administration, because said 
resolution is ambiguous, obscure and un- 
certain in its meaning, and is, in our opin- 
ion, an attempt to straddle the most vital! 
question now attracting the attention of the 
American people. And while the under- 
signed do not concur in the views expressed 
in said resolution, nor.in the views express- 
ed in the amendment, which they herewith 
submit, they nevertheless believe that it is 
the duty of the democratic party to express 
itself in clear and unimbiguous terms on 
this subject. The financial policy of the pres- 
ent demccratic administration deserves an 
unqualified indorsement at the hands of the 
democratic party of Kentucky, or it does not 
deserve such indorsement, and with that 
view of taking the opinion of representatives 
of the democrats of Kentucky in conven- 
tion assembled, we submit the following 
as an anféndment to the said resolution: 

‘Resolved, By the democrast of Ken- 

wxy in convention .assembled,. that the 
present democr@=t:ic administraoitn is enti- 
tled to the thanks of the whole country for 
its statesmanlike management of public af- 
fairs, and we futher declare that both Pres- 
ident Cleveland and Secretary Carlisle are 
entitled to the unqualified indorsement of 
tite American people for maintaining the 
credit of the government and their issuance 
of $160,000,000 of interest bearing bonds is 
hereby expressly indorsed.’ 

“The undersigned members of the commit- 
tee on resolutions believing the demccratic 
party of Kentucky should plainiy declare 
either in favor of true bimetallism, or the 
gold standard, offer the following as a sep- 
arate resolution and ask its adoption: 

* ‘Resolved, That we believe in tne coinage 
of both gold and silver as the primary 
money of the country into legal tender dol- 
lars. receivable in payment of all its debts, 
public and private, upon terms of exact 
equality.’ ”’ 

John S. Rhea read the minority report. 

Minority Report Disposed Of. 

The minority report was signed by three 
of the committee. Mr. Rhea also offered a 
resolution that all that part of the majority 
report after the words ‘1892"" be stricken out 
so as to make the platform simply indorse 
the democratic platform of 1892. After a 
number of heated speeches had Leen made, 
the report of the minority of the committee 
on resolutions, reaffirming the platform of 
1892, but refusing to indorse Cleveland and 
Carlisle, was defeated by a vote of 554 to 
331. Several counties changed their vote to 
‘no’ afterwards, so that the final vote was 
598 against the adoption of the minority re- 
port to 270 for it. 

A large percentage of the Hardin men vot- 
ed for the majority report and some gold 
men voted azainst it, holding that a 
straightout indorsement of the single goid 
standard should be given. 

The next question was on the adoption ot 
the second minority report, which was sign- 
ed by the free silver men. 

Only 24% votes were cast for the second 
minority resolution. The question was then 
on the majority report. It was adopted by 
a vote of 644 to 233. 

When the night session of the convention 
was called to order at 8 o’clock by Chairman 
Berry every delegate was in his seat. Music 
hall was packed to the doors, all the re- 
maining space being occupied by interested 
visitors. It was expected the nominations 
for governor would be made as the first or- 
der of business, and those who came with 
this in view were not disappointed. The 
chairman announced, immediately § after 
rapping for order, that the committee on 
credentials having reported, nominations for 
governcr were now in order. 

The clerk atonce began the callof coun- 
ties. The seventh district, in which Cas- 
sius M. Clay, Jr, lives, was called, but 
there was no response. The ¢all of coun- 
ties was completed without any one arising 
to make a nomination. A recapitulation 
of the vote was called for. When the 
seventh district was cailed C. G. Lock- 
hart arose to place in nomination Cassius 
M. Clay, Jr., for governor. 

Judge Quigley Excited.. 

Judge I. M. Quigley, of Louisville, ‘hn 
seconding the nomination of Mr. Clay said: 

“It seems to me that instead,of being 
democrats, you are here to kill the har. 
mony of the party.’’ 

Mr. Quigley then flourished a circular 
that was freely distributed over the con- 
vention and asked if the signers had au- 
thorized the use of their names at the end 
of it. 

Loud cries of ‘‘No! no!’ arose. The cir- 
cular which caused all the trouble and 
the authenticity of which was denied by. 
the men whose names are signed at the 
end of it was then read by Mr. Quigley. 
It was as follows: 

‘Tp the Democrats of Kentucky, in Con- 
vention Assembled—Gentiemen: Do not 
make a mistake, Dut nominate a setandard- 
bearer who has always been found in the 
front rank for honesty, free speech, free 
thoaght and personal liberty. ominat« a 
man who is not bound to any ring, clique 
or faction, is 
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§ never found wanting. 
democracy is at stake. 
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eo J. D. Black, of Knoxville; W. J. 


Stone, of Lyon, or A. S. Berry, of Camp- 
bell.”” : 

“Now then,” continued Judge Quigley, 
‘“‘ain’t yow ashamed to have such a thing 
circulated among you? I say to any man 
who may have been connected with this 
circular that he is no democrat. If yous 
want a man who will represent this party, 
nominate Mr, Clay, and you will have a 
man who can stand upon the democratic 
platform. That is your duty. Now, that 
you have got a man before you whom you 
can put perfect trust in, name him.” 

The call of districts proceeded and ‘Robert 
J. Breckinridge, of Danville,:a brother of 
Ww. Cc. P. Breckinridge, arose to name P. 
Watt Hardin. A scene of tremendous en- 
thusiasm ensued and it was some time be- 
fore order could be sufficiently restored for 
him to speak. When he could make him- 
self heard he named his candidate in a 
highly eulogistic speech, which was echoed 
by Robert J. Tarvin in seconding the nomi- 
nation. 

Ignatius A. Spalding, of Union county, 
seconded Clay’s nomination 

On the First Ballot. 

The nominating and seconding speeches 
being concluded, the secretary called the 
roll of counties for a nomination for gcv- 
erncr. Hundreds of persons in the hall 
iotted down the vote as it was called out 
and before the ballot was finished such a 
scene as is rarely witnessed outside of a 
democratic convention in the south en- 
sued. It was seen that Hardin had re- 
ceived the 440 votes necessary to a choice 
and his adherents created a scene of pan- 
demonium for a while. The air was full 
of hats and hurrahs, and the counties 
which had been for Clay, in many in- 
stances, began to change their votes for 
the successful candidate. The ballot before 
any changes were made was: 

Hardin 466%. 

Clay 338. 

Henry Watterson 8. 

Ex-Governor Buckner $8. 

W. J. Stone 63. 

Only one ballot was needed. The repre- 
sentative of the free silver element had 
plenty of votes to spare, after receiving 
the necessary number. When it became 
known that the 440 votes necessary to a 
choice had been cast for the successful 
candidate, the delegates broke all bounds. 
They leaped in the chairs, waved their 
hats and handkerchiefs in the air and 
burst into a lusty chorus of approbation. 
Umbrellas were raised, coats tied to the 
ends of canes and waved frantically in the 
air and banners with queer devices on them 
elevated by the various delegations. Some 
of these bore the words ‘‘Hardin and Har- 
mony,’ *“‘Hardin and Free Silver,” but there 
was none so bold as to wave aloft the 
name of the defeated candidate, Clay. 
From the border lights of the stage on 
which the chairman sat, descended a huge 
piece cf canvas, on which was inscribed 
the words in letters two feet long ‘‘Democ- 
racy, Sound Money, Democracy.” 

The nomination of Hardin was made 
unanimous before the clerk could announce 
the result of the ballot and loud eries for 
Hardin arose. A committee was sent for 
him and while it was out they called for 
Cassius M. Clay, Jr., the defeated candi- 
date. 

Clay Hissed. 

Mr. Clay declared he had always been 
Opposed to dragging tlie curréncy question 
into this campaign. He had always been a 
sound money man and an admirer of Grov- 
er Cleveland and the administration. 

“If I had been selected by this conven- 
tion on a free silver platform,”’ said Mr. 
Clay, “Il would have refused the nomina- 
tion.’’ 

This was taken by the friends of Hardin 
to be a slur on their candidate, who is a 
free silver man and who stands tonight on 
an uncompromising gold platform, and 
they began to hiss. Mr. Clay quickly 
changed the subject. 

‘The stream can rise no higher than its 
source,’’ he continued, ‘‘and 1 do not believe 
it to be possible for the republican party 
to give us better government than the dem- 
ocrats. They might do it for a week, -hey 
might do it for a month, but in the end 
they could do nothing but fail. For my 
part I shall do all in my power to prevent 
the supremacy of the republican party and 
the possible establishment of negro rule, 
and to that end I pledge myself to the sup- 
port of P. Watt Hardin, your. nominee for 
governor.” 

The appearance of Mr. Hardin upon the 
platform was the occasion for an ovation. 
Mr. Hardin said: 

“With an inexpressible sense of gratitude 
to the friends who have so loyally, yes so 
lovingly stood by me in this race, with 
no ill will toward any one and with a pro- 
found admiration for the friends of my op- 
ponent who have stood by him so nobly in 
this race, I uccept the nomination. Differ- 
ences there always will be; differences 
there always must be, yet a party founded 
as the democratic party is founded, will 
never die; it will never disintegrate. I ask 
you to help me now to save old Kentucky— 
Kentucky,' the only state in this union 
which has. never been anything but demo- 
cratic.’”’ 

Some of the delegates wanted to adjourn, 
but the chair ordered a roll call and candi- 
dates for lieutenant governor were placed 
in nomination. They were R. P. Tyler, of 
Fulton county; Oscar Turner, of Louisville, 
and M. D. Brown, of Christian county. 

Tyler was nominated by a viva voce vote 
before the ballot was finished, and the con- 
vention adjourned until tomorrow morning. 

Sketch of Hardin. 

The name of Hardin*fRas been well known 
in Kentucky since its earliest history an] 
Parker Watkins Hardin’s carecr at the 
bar and in politics has retdined the 
prestige o@the family. 

He was born in Adair county June 8, 1841. 
He was educated in the schools of the 
county, studied law with his father and 
was admitted to the bar in 1855. He at 
once began the practice of law and a few 
years ago located in Harrisburg, 
which is now his home. In 1881 Mr. Hardin 
was elected attorney general of the state 
on the democratic ticket. His administra- 
tion of his office was so popular that he 
was twice re-elected with Iittle opposition, 
sitting twelve years. Four years ago he 
had a strong following as a candidate for 
the democritic nomination for governor, 
but was defeated by John Young Brown 
in a triangular contest, in which the other 
asp‘rant was C. M. Clay, Jr., nis ehief op- 
ponent in this convention. Physically Mr. 
Hardin is a man of tine appearance, but 
he is noted for marked ‘democratic sim- 
plicity in dress and manner. This latter 
trait, acdec to the prestige of the family 
name, which is a strong element in Ken- 
tucky politics, and his advocacy of the 
free silver coinage made him a candidate 
whom not even John G. Carlise and Hens 
Watterson, backed by nearly the entire 
daily press of the state and all the federal 
oflice holders, could not defeat.

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 26.—(Special.)— 
Regiments upon regiments of religious 
workers from the vast army of Epworth 
Leaguers in the United States and Canada 
are swooping down and advancing upon 
Chattanooga today from every state and 
section of the country. Tomorrow they will 
be here by the thousands, By Thursday 
morning fifteen thousand delegates and vis- 
itors are expected to be in attendance.

to prepare for the reception of the guests 
but it is belived that the city can accom- 
modate the crowd. In the city and suburbs 
there is an estimated population of 50,000. 
To a town of 75,000 or 1000,000 an influx of 
15,000 people would mean but little inceon- 
venience. To Chattanooga it may mean 
something like that and it will be remark- 
able if everybody gets a comfortable 
home, The homes committee, of which Her- 
man Ferger is the energetic and capable 
chairman, declares, however, that the ar- 
rangements are so complete that everybody 
will most certainly “be well provided for, 
and as the gentlemen of the committee 
show no traces of alarm at the situation, 
the visitors need not get uneasy as to ac- 
commodations, It is in reality a critical 
time for Chattanooga. If the city finds it 
difficult to entertain 15,000 people at this af- 
fair it is going to be swamped at the dedi- 
cation of the Chickamauga and Chattanoo- 
ga National Park in September, when no 
less than 50,000 visitors are expected. 

The most difficult question the enter- 
tainment committee has had to confront 
them was the mighty question, *“‘How shail 
we feed them?’’ When it came to the 
question of breakfast and supper it was 
not such a difficult matter, but dinner was 
a different thing. To the ten thousand 
visitors quartered in the city proper who 
would. be scrambling for dinner the com- 
mittee knew that to this number would be 
added the five thousand quartered in the 
suburbs, for it is plain to all that it will 
be impossible for the suburban lodger to 
go home every day for dinner. After he 
gets in town he will want to stay here 
and he will want his dinner like everybody 
else. In an effort to fully provide for this 
emergency lunch counters have been erected 
in vacant storerooms on Market, Broad and 
other strects, They are so numerous that 
it really seems there wll be no trouble 
about dinners. In addition to that a large 
tent leased in Atlanta has been erected 
on the campus near the Grant university 
which will ‘be used as a lunch tent, 
It seats 150 people at a time and is expected 
to accommodate all with dinners who can- 
not be accommodated at the regular res- 
taurants and improvised lunch ocunters. 

As might have been expected the gen- 
tlemen entrusted with the assignment of 
the delegates are having a great deal of 
trouble in many ways, but the circumstance 
which most provokes them today is the 
changeable character of the average house- 
Keeper’s mind. Very great care was made 
in taking the canvass of the city for ac- 
commodations. The information obtained 
was carefully tabulated and the promises 
written down in black and white, But this 
morning when the committee escorted some 
of the first arrivals to the places promised 
they found that the family had changed 
its mind. They had either decided to re- 


main in comfort unmolested by the invasion 


of a foreigner or elsé had given the rocms 
promised to friends, sisters or cousins or 
aunts from rural districts. Where only one 
trip might, therefore, have been necessary 
the committee was compelled this morning 
in a number of instances to trot the visitors 
from one place to another before accom- 
modations could be secured. 

In this work no one has done more than 
T. A. Snow. Speaking of this criticisable 
actfon upon the part of the citizens who 
had promised to take in visitors, he said 
today: 

“These folks will drive us wild if they 
don’t stop that kind of foolishness. After 
all this labor to have the accommodations 
just what our visitors wanted, and to get 
in shape so there would be no difficulty: 
whatever when the convention met, to 
have people interfere with our work for 
such a slight excuse is discouraging. With 
the capacity of our city so taxed, as it 
is, and the people coming. by thousands, 
it does seem to us that our people should 
show the committee some consideration. 
They have signed the cards showing what 
they would do, and we simply want them 
to compiy with their agreements. We 
hope they wil]l do it even at a little sacri- 
fice. The good name of the city is at 
stake in this matter, as well as any other 
in connection with the meeting. The 
plans are as near perfect as_ possible, 
and with a little consideration from all 
concerned we will have no difficulty.’ 

Altogether, however, the arrangements 
for the reception and the successful and 
comfortable accommodation of the visitors 
are as near perfect as could be. Only 
these annoying and unexpected circum- 
stances which no human mind could fore- 
see mar the perfection of the reception 
and entertainment machinery and inter- 
fere with the smoothness of the work’ 
But Chattancoga knows that her reputa- 
tion is at stake.

James 
Fitchett, an old circus man, superintended 
the erection of the tent, and James Thom- 
son, of Cincinnati, one of the owners, is 
here looking after the property. The seat- 
ing capacity is 9,000 and there is standing 
room for 1,000, making the total capacity 
of the tent 10,000. It will be crowded at 
every meeting and taxed to its utmost for 
the next four days.

The arrangements tor the conference 
were placed in the hands of a joint commit- 
tee representing the three churches,. =ne 
Secretary of the league of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, to be chairman. 
Dr. Cunnyngham gave the plans cordial 
approval, but preferred to defer active ar- 
langements for the conference until the 
general conférence  shvuld decide what 
Shape the league work wouid be in. Fol- 
lowing the generous action in May, result- 
ing in the new constitution, the appoint- 
ment of the Epworth League board and the 
election of Dr. Steele as general secretary, 
the proposed conterence began to excite at- 
tention. Long before the general conter- 
ence met, ieading Methodists of Chatta- 
hooga had been organizing their forces to 
try and secure the international conference 
for their city. They had all their informa- 
tion at hand, and when the secretary was 
chosen at once invited him to come to Chat- 
tanooga and bear the invitation to bring 
the meeting there. The board, mayor 
and aldermen, the chamber of commerce, 
the City Pastors’ Association and other 
bodies had passed strong resojutions gcet- 
ting forth the advantages oc the city for 
the meeting aiid inviting it to come ihere. 
The business men promptly provided a 
gBuarantee fund to secure ihe prompt puy- 
nent of conierence expenses and very much 
of the work was done. Finally a satistact- 
ory proposition was made the authorities by 
the Chattanooga committee, and Chairman 
Steele announced that the great confer- 
ence woula be held in Chatianovoga in June, 
love.

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It is asserted today that this estimate is 
ccnservative and that by Friday morning 
the nuinber of visitors will mere than equal 
the total of 14000 given.

Frank O'Brien’s Friends Are Discussing 
His Kew York Interview. 


SOME GOLDBUGS SAYS IT IS A MISTAKE 


They Declare That If the Administration 
Democrats and the Republicans Are To 
Unite Word Has Not Been Received. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 26.—(Special.)— 
The very remarkable interview with Frank 
P. O’Brien, of Birmingham, the recent pur- 
chaser of the Age-Herald, which The 
Constitution published Sunday morning in 
a@ dispatch from New York has set things 
all agog over here. 

Mr. O’Brien has always been conserva- 
tive in his financial views and has always 
been the truest sort of a democrat, ‘The 
utterances charged to him by the north- 
ern interviewers were therefore most sur- 
prising. 

Almost all of the democrats here believe 
Mr. O’Brien has been misquoted. All sides 
acknowledge that there is no possibility of 
the combinations spoken of being put into 
efiect, and if they are contemplated at all, 
it is something .ew on the democrats here. 
The followirg are editorials trom the lead- 
ing dailies in the state with reterence to 
the interview:

THE GABE AGAINST THE PILOT. 


Ifr. Massey. 


Norfolk, Va., June 26.—There was very 
much interest manifested in the Massey- 
Pilot suit today, and for five and a half 
hours the building was packed with an 
audience composed of the. most prominent 
citizens of the community. 

Those who could not get inside either 
hung on to.the window sills or lounged 
about the halls in hearing of the spgak2rs. 

As soon as the jury were in their places, 
Judge Heath, who was looking in perfect 
form, arose and after a few introductory 
remarks said: 

“A high official comes here and asks @ 
money consideration for damages, and pro- 
claims to this court that he has avoided the 
payment of a just judgment which a court 
of the state said he should pay.” 

Judge Heath then read the list of dircct- 
Ors of the Pilot, and said they were tren 
of. the highest character and not one of 
them has sought to avoid the paymvnt of 
any honest obligation. They have not en- 
joyed the rascally immunities of insolvency 
while living on the fat of the land. 

He then related the manner of doing bus- 
iness by the board of education, and said 
that the schools of the state are absoiute- 
ly_in the hands of the superintendent wno, 
Womack said, he owned. We will show 
that the American Book Company was in 
the habit of obtaining its ends by the use 
of money. The contracts were valuable. 
Dr. Ruffin said the profits were rearly 
two-thirds, and were worth millions of dol, 
lars. We will show you the influence of 
Womack over Massey. We are going to 
show you the methods of the book com- 
pany. We will show you that in 1890 Mas- 
sey was insolvent, but in that year came 
into possession of large sums of Imon>?y. 
We will show you that this money had cer- 
tain characteristics. We expect io show 
you that Mr. Womack did pay Mr. Mas- 
sey’s expenses to Canada, 

Judge Heath yielded his time to his col- 
icague on counsel for defense, Captain John 
S. Wise, now of New York city. Mr. Wise 
in a short time got down to business and 
said: “‘Now in regard to the defendant re- 
ferring to Mr. Massey I believe him guilty. 
I believe Mr. Massey was bribed, and I do 
not say it unpleasantly. Il am gvuing to 
give you the evidence. 

“We will show you that in 1890, Mr. Mas- 
sey, the pauper, was rich. We will show 
you that in 1872, that the Rev. John E. Mas- 
sey transferred his farm to his brother in 
Massachusetts. He has been famous for 
his impecuniosity since the readjustment 
campaign. We will show you that upto the 
time he was superintendent of education 
that he was impecunicus; that this is not 
the first time he has been charged with this 
kind of thing. We will put men on the 
stand who will say that Mr. Massey is no 
novice in the matter of giving or taking 
bribes. Mr, Massey asked a man to vote 
for him for United States senator and of- 
fered him money. Mr. Massey is such a 
man that he will travel on a free pass and 
charge the amount to the state. He is by 
nature a bribe-taker; he will change his pol- 
itics for an office and his honesty for cash,’’ 
Judge John Neely for the plaintiff closed 
the argument, meeting the charges of the 
defense with great spirit. Judge Neely is 
one of the most eloquent and finished debat- 
ers in the state, and had a number of sharp 
passages with Mr. Wise, who he twitted 
with his change of political faith and made 
him admit that because a man chang:d his 
politics he was not necessarily Gishonest. 
Mr. Massey will go upon the stand tomor- 
row. 


WHAT THEY WILL MAKE. 


Bond Syndicate Closes the Deal 
with the Government, 

Washington, June 26.—The treasury 
agreement with the Morgan-Belmont bond 
syndicate, though completed tcday as far 
as paying in guld for the bonds is con- 
cerned, 1s still in effect as to other pro- 
visions and does not expire until October 
lst next. The princtpa]l other provision 
is that the syndicate shall use all proper 
means to protect the gold reserve from 
demands for gold for export purposes. This 
is the understanding of treasury officials, 
and from advices received at the treasury 
from the syndicate it is also their under- 
Standing, and they express their ability 
and determination to live up to the letter 
and spirit of the agreement. The syndi- 
cate’s payment of gold today aggregated 
over $6,500,000, completing that part of the 
contract and raising the treasury gold re- 
serve to $107,447,855. 

By the terms of their contract they re- 
ceived $62,315,400 in 4 per cent bonds of 
1925, for which they have piid in gold $65,- 
116,275. The difference between the price 
paid, 104 49.46 per $100, and 123%, which is 
the ruling market price now, is what the 
syrdicate and those associated with it have 
made by reason of the advance in the price 
of the bonds. This latter price, however, 
has been reached by easy stages and the 
expense of. supplying sterling exchange 
since February Sth to the present time 
and the further expense of furnishing it until 
October Ist next, will have to be deducted 
from their apparent profits to ascertain 
their approximate net profit from the entire 
bord transaction. At times during the pe- 
riod covered by the contract exchange has 
been below the exporting pvint, at which 
times the cost of supplying it was slight, 
while at some periods the exchange rate 
was so high tnat the cost mitst have been 
quite heavy. Orly the syndicate repre- 
sentatives know the cost, > te treasury de. 
partment not being informed ef these de- 
tails.

He Was Wuited on by a Committee 

and Advised Not To. 
Columbia, S. C., June 26.—A special to The 
State from Edgefield thus tells of the re- 
fusal of the people of that county to let 
John J. Dargan, of Sumter, editor of The 
Sumter Freeman, who is advocating the 
&iving of political rights to the negro speak 
there: 
“Scenes on the streets of Edgefield today 
would have been a disgrace to Zululand. It 
was stated in the papers that Colonel John 
J. Dargan would speak at Edgefield today. 
There were none here who would agree 
with Colonel Dargan’s political views, but 
most of the citizens of the town hoped, for 
decency’s sake, that nobody would tnter- 
fere With Colonel Dargan, or any other 
citizen of South Carolina who attempted to 
Speak. But this was not to be. The strife 
promoters notified the faithful in the coun- 
ty that Dargan must not be allowed to 
speak. This morning brought in a couple 
of hundred, and a committee was appoint- 
‘ed to wait on him and tell him he could not 
speak, and ¥ is said another committee 
was elected to see tnat he should not 
spe ik if he attempted it. Colonel Dargan 
did not attempt to speak, and while walk- 
ing along the pavement was followed by a 
crowd, some of them wel] fijled_with chem- 
ically pure, who hooted at, cursed and 
abused him. But they were all careful not 
to lay hands on him.” 
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ANXIOUS TO DISSOLVE. 


The Conservatives Want a Re-Election 
of the House of Commons. 
London, June 26.—The house of commons 
was crowded at the opening of the sitting 
at noon today when Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt announced that Lord Salisbury 
was engaged in the formation of a minis- 

try. o 

Mr. Labouchere, radical, asked Mr. 
Akers-Douglas, the chief conservative 
whip, what would be the procedure next 
week and when a general election would 
take place, 

Mr. Akers-Douglas replied that the con- 
Servatives were most anxious to dissolve 
at the earliest possible moment. He then 
moved that writs be issued for the re-elec- 
tion of the members of the house of com- 
mons who had accepted offices in the new 
ministry. . 

The house then adiourned until. Manday. 
Balfour Asks for Re-Election, 
Arthus J. Balfour has issued an address 
to his constituents in East Manchester, 
asking for re-election upon the occasion 
of his acceptance of office in the new cabi- 

net. Mr. Balfour writes: 

“The late government have declared their 
inability to further conduct the business 
of the country. Practice and public con- 
venience require them to dissolve _ par- 
liament, but this duty they have cast upen 
Lord Salisbury, who’ has accepted office in 
order to appeal to the electors at the 
earliest moment.’’ 

Mr. Balfour proceeds to say: “This is 
not the occasion to explain in detail the 
policy which, if a untonist majority is re- 
turned to the next parliament, the union- 
ist government will pursue. Such a pol- 
icy could not be attempted with credit and 
honor in the present position of the par- 
ties in the house of commons. It must, 
therefore, be left to a happier period to 
illustrate the principles we have always 
maintained, that it is not by destroying 
ancient instituions or by resless manipula- 
tion of the constitutional machinery that 
imperial security and domestic progress 
can be most surely attained.’’ 
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VEST BELIEVES IN BIMETALLISM. 


The Senator Does Not Fear the Conse- 
quences of Free Coinage. 

Sweet Springs, Mo., June 26.—In an inter- 
view yesterday Senator Vest said in regard 
to the currency question; 

“There must be a settlement 
this question without equivocation, We 
must determing, to adopt the gold 
standard permanently, retire the green- 
backs and perpetuate the na- 
tional banks with their paper based exclu- 
sively on gold, Or we must open our mints 
to silver. 

“TI fully appreciate the gravity of the con- 
sequences which will come from the free 
coinage of silver. The money power of the 
world is against silver as standard money 
and it will be discredited in every possibie 
way. The tHreat is constantly made that 
free coinage will bring this country to an 
exclusively silver basis and that gold will 
disappear. It is said by the prophets of 
evil that all of our indebtedness held by 
foreigners will be sent here for payment 
and that no more foreign capital will be 
loaned in the United States. All this sounds 
badly, but I hardly think the consequences 
are quite so deplorable as represented, AS 
to the threat that gold will leave us, I 
have only to say that even if it did I would 
prefer that contingency to present condi- 
tions. I believe in real bimetallism—the use 
of both gold and silver as standard money— 
but if we must have one metal or the 
other, I would take -silver, for we would 
then at least be independent instead of 
being the tail of the English kite. This 
country, situated between the gold coun- 
tries of Europe and the silver-using east 
has now the great opportunity of becoraing 
the commercial and official mistress of the 
world. By maintaining both gold and silver 
as standard money we can trade with all 
countries with the money they may choose 
as a medium of exchange, With silver de- 
moralized and with gold as the gtandard we 
are fit servants of England.” 
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Chicagwo’s New Bond Issue. 
London, June 26.—The financial house of 
Speyer Bros, has asked for subscriptions 
to $2,748,000 of 4 per cent gold bonds of the 
city of Chicago, due in 191, the principal 
and interest payable in New York in gold 
coin of the United States of the present 
standard of weight and fineness. The sub- 
scription price asked is 1104, which is equal 
to £221 per bond of $1,000. 

The subscriptions in London were opened 
on Monday and the bonds have been great- 
ly over-subscribed. Subscriptions were 
opened concurrently in New York. ine 
prospectus of the loan embodies a letter 
from City Comptroller Wetherell, of Chi- 
cago, giving the details of Chicago finances.

HIS IN. JAIL 


The Former Hired a Negro for $10 To Help 
Her Commit the Crime—All Ad- 
mit Their Guilt. 


WIFE AND DAUGHTER 


Jeffersonville, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—A 
dead body with «a crushed skull and an 
old hatchet covered with blood tell of the 
manner of old man William Nobles’s death, 
referred to in this morning’s Constitution. 

Until a few days ago William Nobies, 
one of the best citizens of Twiggs county, 
resided with his wife and daughter, 
sixteen years old, ten miles southwest of 
this place, on their little farm, The farm- 
house stood almost within the shadow of 
Lucy Chappel Methodist church. Here he 
and his wife have lived for many years. 
They had been married for thirty-two years 
and have married children. 

Last Friday night old man Nobles disap- 
peared and not until Monday evening was 
his body found. The neighbors had search- 
ed for him Saturday, Sunday and Monday 
and at last found him buried a short dis- 
tance from the roadside in a shallow rave. 

He had been killed by a negro who was 
hired by Mrs, Nobles for ten dollars to do 
the job. 

[wo months ago the wife hired the 
negro to kill the old man.. No good oppor- 
tunity presenting itself, the deed remuined 
undone until last Friday night. Af that 
time the wife and the negro enticed the 
old man out behind the crib to show him 
where some one had been stealing corn 
and while he was in a stooping position 
looking for the evidence of the theft, Mrs. 
Nobles struck him a blow with a hatchet 
and then gave it to the negro and told 
him to finish her husband. The negro did 
his work well and the old man was soon 
dead and burfed tn the shallow grave by 
his unnatural murderer and her negro 
ally, 

Sheriff S. FE. Jones has arrested old Mrs. 
Nobles, her- daugnter, Debby, and the ne- 
Bro, Gus Framble, and his wife. The girl 
and the woman are arrested as accessories. 
They have known of the plot all the time 
and on several oceaStons the negro woman 
has carried the same hatchet from Mrs. 
Nobles to the negro man to be used in the 
commission of the crime. 

Yesterday the parties 
Justice of the Peace J. FE. Stokes, and ail 
were committed to jail without bail. This 
morning a petition was sent to Judge Smith 
asking him to call a special term of court 
at once to try the cases. The parties all 
confess, the negro man and Mrs. Nobles 
disagreeing only as to small details. 

The w'fe is larve and masculine looking, 
and iS not at ali prepossessing. She takes 
things very coolly and gives as her reason 
for the act that her husband was mean to 
her. This all the neighbors deny. All are 
very much incensed and the criminals have 
not a particle of sympathy from any one.

Augusta, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)\—News 
reached Augusta today of a windstorm 
that approached the severity of a cyclone, 
which struck Keysville, thirty miles down 
the Augusta Southern railroad yesterday 
afternoon. To add to the interest of the 
incident, the wind demolished Professor 
Bradshaw's schoolhouse while the children 
were in the building.

Strange to say, only 
was hurt. The name 
of the child, a’ little girl, has not been 
ascertained. There is no telegraph station 
at Keysville and that point could not be 
reached today. 

When the house was first struck Profess- 
or Bradshaw was’ knocked senseless. He 
quickly recovered, however, and gave his 
attention to the pupils. Besides the school- 
house five houses and cottages were blown 
down or were twisted and turned. Some 
of them are pretty badly wrecked, while 
others are not so Seriously injured. No one 
was killed.

took part in the discussion. 

Mr. J. H. Hedges, representative of the 
I’hiladelphia company, was present at the 
informal discussion of the differences ex- 
isting between his company and the com- 
missioners as to the unsatisfactory con- 
dition of the untforms, and from the turn 
cf the discussicn it is evident that his 
company will contend that the trouble 
does not iie with them, the manufacturers 
holding that the goods in the uniforms are 
in accordance with the contract. 

The commissioners contend that the uni- 
forms are worthless and not in accordance 
with the agreement, and that contention 
will be supported by the board wiAmut 
deviation, the prospects for considerable 
trouble about the payment for the uni- 
forms being good. Mr. Johnson and Cap- 
tain Brotherton notified Mr. Hedges last 
night that the uniforms were not satisfac- 
tory and esked if his company would agree 
to make them sv. Mr. Hedges replied that 
his company weuld not, claiming that the 
uniforms were made oy the identical goods 
called for by the contract—that is, the best 
fcurteen and etghteen-ounce Middlesex 
goods. 

Mr. Hedges contended that the commis- 
sioners shovld go back on the Middlesex 
cemipany, the manufacturers of the cloth, 
if on anybody, claiming that his company 
was not to blame for the bad quality of 
goods of which the uniforms were made. 
He stated that he notified the members of 
the board when the order for the uniforms 
was taken that the MidJlesex goods were 
not suitable for the purpose and that the 
ecmpany could rot be respgnsible for an 
error of judgment as to the quality of the 
the part of the board. -e said 
that Fe could not make a preposition of 
any kind »>xcept that he would ald the 
eccmmissioners in getting a rebate from 
the Middlesex company. 

Mr. Johnson and Mr, Bgotherton said 
that they had no connection with the 
Middlesex company in the contract and 
could hold nobody responsible except the 
Wanamaker & Brown company. 

The meeting adjourned without reaching 
any conclusion in the matter further than 
that Chairman Johnson announced that 
he would call a meeting of the full board 
for 9:30 o’clock this mone for the pur- 
pcse of hearing the report of the committes 
the last meeting of the board 
stigate the condition of the uni- 
and make a recommendation as to 
the course to be pursued. 

The report of the committee was pre- 
pared last night and will be Slaimitted at 
the board meeting this morning. It will, 
of course. condemn the uniforms and @°- 
cmmend their rejection unless made satis- 
factory by the manufacturers. 

The commissioners held a meeting yes- 
terday merning and made an imspection of 
the uniforms, but did no more than dis- 
cuss the matter cn the line of last night's 
discussion.

The Managers of a Commission House 
in Trouble. 


MANY FIRMS MAKE COMPLAINT 


Young, DeFoe & Falkner, the Commission 
Men, Are Placed Under Bonds by 
Commissioner Broyles. 


The arrest of the managers of the DeFoe 
Perishable Grocery ‘Company and their 
Subsequent trial before Commissioger 
Broyles, has caused a huge sensation in 
business circles. 

The fdilure of tthe company and the 
charge of fraud that has been preferred 
against the managers have been questions 
in which the grocers: and commission men 
have shown much interest. 

The company was composed of J. C. De 
Foe and E. T. Falkner, both well known 
young business men of this city. They 
organized their business early in the year, 
and to all outward appearances it was 
evident that the men were doing a legiti- 
mate business. In fact, the testimony of 
Dek’oe before Commissioner Broyles was 
to the affect that their business netted 
about $175 per week. 

It is claimed that the business, however, 
was conducted in a most irregular man- 
ner. From the evidence that was given 
in the preliminary hearing some lively 
lactS were brought out. 

When the case was called Monday after- 
noon before Commissioner Broyles there 
appeared two witnesses against DeFoe and 
Falkner. These witnesses were men who 
claimed that they had made many con- 
signments to the DeFoe Perishable Gro- 
cery Company, for which they had never 
received payment. They said that they 
supposed the firm to be solvent, as the 
letterheads of the company had printed 
on them the names of several strong At- 
lanta houses, which appeared as refer- 
ences. 

The goods were shipped on this account, 
and when the check for the consignment 
failed to reach them they at once wrote 
the parties named as references. They 
were surprised to receive letters in reply, 
stating that the names on the letterheads 
were not authorized and were used with- 
out their consent. 

An investigation immediately followed, 
which resulted in the arrest of DeFoe and 
Falkner, as stated. 

Charged with Fraud. 

As soon as the fact became known tothe 
customers thalt they had been deceived 
théy at once took steps to have the 
managers of the company arrested and 
the business investigated. 

The trial was. reached Monday after- 
noon and some spicy evidence was given. 

Mr. J. J. Foster,. of Mobile, Ala., who {s 
a prominent fish merehant in that place, 
testified that he had made several ship- 
ments of fish to the Dekoe Perishable Gro- 
cery Company These shipments were, he 
claimed, based solely on the representa- 
tions made by the concern and the refer- 


| ences given. 


He said that he received a letter several 
months ago, in which he was asked for 
consignments of fish and oysters. The let- 
ted was writteh on a flaming letterhead 
and several Atlanta firms were given as 
references, These names were not written, 
but were printed in the upper left hand 
corner. 

Mr. Foster 
named and the 


the references 
tone of the letter convinced 
him that the DeFoe Perishable Grocery 
Company was a solvent concern and he 
made a consignment worth $500. He waited 
for his check, but the remittance never 
came, He wrote the company, but failed to 
get replies to his letters. Hus suspicions 
were aroused and he wrote J. J. & J. BH. 
Maddox, of this city, as the name of that 
firm appeared as one of the references. 
When he was informed that he had been 
ived he came to Atlanta and hed a 
Warrant sworn out. 

Managers Under Bond. 

When the evidence was heard, 
sioner Broyles bound both DeFoe and Falk- 
ner over in the sum of $300 each, DeFoe's 
bond was made by his father, J. A. DeFoe. 
The bond of Falkner was signed by T. J. 
Terrell. 

The case will go to the United States 
circuit court and the young men will have 
to answer to the charge of using the mails 
fraudulently, 

They are represented by Messrs Reuben 
Arnold, Jr.,, N. S. Hutchins, Jr., and Rob- 
ert Hartsfield. When the case iS called it 
is said that many witnesses will appear, 
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Many of Them Will Be in Atlanta To- 
morrow Afternoon.

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Wall Street’s Corruption Fund. 

We referred vesterday to efforts of 
‘ane New York ‘Times*to break the 
10ree Of the recommendation of The 
Sinaneial Chronicle that an immense 
gzrruption fund be raised by Wall 
street and its eastern counections to in- 
fluence elections in the south. To those 
who know the relative standing of the 
two organs, the patronizing attitude of 
The Times is sufliciently amusing. The 
Fipancial Chronicle stunds without dis- 
pute at the head of the financial and 
commercial newspapers of the country. 
It is edited with ability. vigor and can- 
dor. The editor is pot a practical poli- 
tician, and for that reason his views are 
entitled to more weight than would be 
accorded to a writer who feels bound 
to further the interests of a political 
party. 

Now, The Times is edited with ability 
and with considerable vigor, but it does 
not stand at the head of the daily news- 
papers of the country, nor anywhere 
near the head with respect to either en- 
terprise or influence. It is a respectable 
newspaper and does not rise above nor 
fall below a certain level year in and 
year out. When, therefore, if adminis- 
ters a rebuke, more or less severe, to 
The Financial Chronicle, the knowing 
ones are apt to smile. 

But there is nothing in The Financial 
Chronicle’s proposition for the raising 
of an immense campaigu fund ecaleulated 
to make any one laugh. It is a very 
serious piece of business in its concep 
tion and purpose. The Chronicle, know- 
ing the relative poverty of the south, 
advises the millionaires of Wall street 
and the east to take advantage of it and 
raise a campaign fund large enough to 
buy and forever silence those who are 
opposed to the British gold standard, 
“We cannot vote there,” says The 
Chronicle, speaking for the millionaire 
bondholders and money lenders who are 
interested in maintaining the British 
. gold standard, “BUT WE CAN SEND 
MONEY.” And then the editor, as if 
remembering what the south has suf- 
fered during the war, and how its prog- 
ress and recuperation have been re- 
tarded by the political conditions in- 
vented and imposed by the republicans 
of the east, repeats its demand for an 
immense campaign fund, and declares: 
“This action is made the more impera- 
tive BY A LACK OF CAPITAL IN 
THE SOUTH.” 

Observe how this editor, eatering to 
the selfish interests and desires of the 
millionaire class, wantonly insults the 
people of a whole section by insisting 
‘that because they are poor they can be 
bought—by insisting that men who have 
not made fortunes along the lines of 
spoliation and plunder common to Wall 
street and the shylock class, are ready 
to sell, their principles to the highest

| tremendous losses during and after the 
war. In the one item of taxable per- 
sonal property, a comparison of the 
census of 1860 with that of 1870 shows 
that the south suffered a loss of two 
billions of dollars—two ‘thousand mil- 
lions! What the people have lost since 
in the falling price of cotton is incom- 
putable, but it amounts to thousands of 
millions. This is not to be denied. We 
do not deny that the south is poor. 
What we do deny is that the southern 
people are ready to sell their rights, 
their liberties and their principles be- 

‘“ause they are poor. They have had a 
long fight with poverty, but it has been 
aun honest fight. They are still fighting 
against the overwhelming odds imposed 
on them by the British gold standard. 
But they are not ready to sell them- 
selves. They are not prepared to barter 
for money or for any other material con- 
sideration the right of the people of this 
republic to make and control their own 
finaneial system independent of the 
monarchies of Europe. 

The Financial Chronicle, however, 
Seems to set little store by the lessons 
of history. The editor, moving in an 
environment where money is regarded 
as more powerful than the Almighty, 
seems to have forgotten that the quality 
that marks the common people is their 
native honesty. It was their sturdy vir- 
tue that wrested the land from British 
rule, and this ,quality has gone into 
the making of the republic. The editor 
of The Chronicle will realize this when 
the campaign begins in earngst. It has 
not yet begun. The preliminary skir- 
mishes, in which the people have suf- 
fered a few defeats and won a few vic- 
tories, really amount to nothing. When 
the politicians who have sold out to 
Shylock drive.in the picket lines, they 
will then encounter the great body of 
the people, and we have no sort of fear 
of the result. The people will win. If 
they seem to lack leaders now it is be- 
cause those who have been posing as 
leaders are pursuing the policy of time- 
servers. They cannot gauge the earnest- 
ness and unanimity with which the peo- 
ple are moving to overthrow the rule of 
There will be no lack of lead- 
ers when the time arrives for leadership. 

Meanwhile, we thank the editor in be- 
half of the people of the south for giv- 
ing them an opportunity to geti an official 
glimpse behind the scenes in Wall street 
—for giving them a clear view of the 
purposes of those who are coining mil- 
lions out of the operations of the single 
gold standard. Without a single fact in 
history or experience to support their 
pretensions, without a single argument 
based on reason and common sense, re- 
lying wholly on mendacity, misrepre- 
sentation and grossly absurd assump- 
tions, they propose to buy the voters of 
the country. 

With this end in view, they remember

Pardon Before Sentence. 

Governor Morton, of New York, de- 
clines to act at present. upon an 
appliaction for the pardon of a 
Inman who has been convicted © of 
an offense, , but who has not’ been 
sentenced. The rovernor ALTeeS 
with Judge Barrett, of the supreme 
court, that a man is not convicted with- 
‘in the meaning of the constitution until 


. 


he has been sentenced. 

In Massachusetts, in 1871, a similar 
was decided just the other way. 
The supreme court of that state held 
that the governor could pardon an of- 
fender after a verdict of guilty and be- 
fore sentence. When the prisoner was 
called for sentence in the superior Court 
he pleaded the pardon asa bar. In the 
supreme court the attorney general con- 
tended that the yvovernor could not 
pardon until conviction was established 
by the judgment of the court on a ver- 
dict of guilty. The defendant claimed 
that the governor had the absolute right 
to pardon upon the rendition of a ver- 
dict of guilty. Judge Gray, now of the 
federal supreme court, held that the 
word “conviction” means a confession 
in open court or a verdict of guilty. 
Judgment or sentence he said is the ap- 
propriate word to denote the action of 
the court declaring the consequences to 
the defendant after conviction. So the 
pardon was sustained and the prisoner 
was discharged. 

The Massachusetts case seems to have 
been forgotten by many lawyers, and it 
is probable that Governor Morion’s 
views are generally held by the mem- 
bers of thé bar in various states. 
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A Study of the New Cabinet. 

The new British cabinet contains four 
old enemies, 

Salisbury and the duke of Devonshire 
hate each other most heartily, and yet 
the duke will have to be at least for- 
mally respectful to his official superior. 

Jalfour and Chamberlain are bitter 
foes. Each regards the other as an ob- 
siacle on the road to the ministry. Bal- 
four is the ablest man in the cabinet, 
but if he is not sacrificed Chamberlain 
will try to block everything. 

It is an unpromising outlook, and if 
the ministers get along harmoniously it 
will be on aceount of Salisbury’s iron 
will and despotic methods. The pre- 
mier is a practical man with unlimited 
common sense, und he is as overbearing 
as Bismarck was in his prime. Salis- 
bary not only distrusts the people, but 
he scorns them. He always speaks of 
the middle and lower classes as “the 
mob, well-dressed or ill-dressed.” He 
has never attempted to conciliate any- 
body, and he speaks of the majority in 
the house of commons as plebians, He 
hates and despises everything demo- 
cratic. 

What is the secret of this man’s 
power? He has the best blood of Eng- 
land in his veins, vast wealth, great 
culture and an indomitable will. He is 
‘a strong, stirring speaker, and no Eng- 
lishman equals him in his ability to 
throw off cynical, bitter and insulting 
epigrams. Beaconsfield «called him “a 
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great master of gibes and flouts and 


sneers.” Thirty years ago he comparee 
Mr. Gladstone to “a low attorney,’ ane 
when the commons insisted upon an im- 
mediate apology, he replied that he 


would apologize—to the attorney. He 
ts and vices of fifty

at dinner, and regards all women outside 


of the aristocratic circle as the legiti- 
mate prey of his titled friends. He can 
be brutal in the extreme, and he will 
spare no pains to punish the man who 
crosses him. Perhaps these traits of 
character will enable him to control his 
ill-assorted cabinet, and Devonshire, Bal- 
four and Chamberlain may jog along 
peacefully simply because they dread 
an outbreak of the prime minister’s dev- 
ilish temper. 

And this is England’s new cabinet! It 
may give the country an able adminis- 
tration, but never before in all history 
wis there such a forced partnership of 
bitter haters and jealouS rivals. How 
peace, wisdom and conservatism can be 
evolved from such a combination is a 
mystery. 


Atlanta and the Liberty Bell. 

It is to be hoped that we have heard 
the last of the efforts of a few persons 
in Philadelphia to prevent the proposed 
journey of the liberty bell to our ex- 
position. 

A few days ago The North American 
commented as follows on the action of 
the. Philadelphia council in consenting 
to send the bell to Atlanta with an es- 
cort of twenty-four councilmen: 

The people of Philadelphia will resent 
this, and resnt it warmly. The liberty 
bell is not a curio to be exhibited at every 
big exposition fhat is held throughout the 
country. We appreciate the motives of the 
managers of the Atlanta exposition in de- 
siring to have the bell with them; but a 
halt must be called somewhere, Great risks 
are run in sending this now silent voice of 
freedom off on a long railroad journey. 
The jolting in itself may work irreparable 
injury to it, while a wreck—and they are 
frequent in the south—wowd destroy it 
forever. If the councilmen really desired 
to visit this exposition, willingly would the 
citizens have looked over any other pre- 
text for the junket; but the bell should 
have been allowed to remain where it is. 
Had the people been allowed the opportu- 
nity they would have so declared. 

The Inquirer tollowed on the 
line and said: 

The bell was sent to New Orleans some 
years ago merely to provide a junket for 
a lot of councilmen not averse to merry- 
making at the expense of the city. It was 
sent to Chicago because that was an in- 
ternational fair and there was every rea- 
son for giving it a prominent place in the 
state building, But with Chicago the lend- 
ing of the bell should cease. New Orleans 
Was a mistake. Atlanta would bé another. 
It has been understood that the bell had 
ceased its wanderings, now let the under- 
standing be kept. The mayor will doubtless 
See in this scheme a pleasant little racket 
at public expense, and nothing more. His 
veto would naturally follow. 

In the course of a few days a change 
took place in public sentiment, and the 
people were so outspoken in favor of 
sending the bell that the Opponents of 
the project were silenced. The Philadel. 
phia Press undoubtedly public 
opinion in the following: 

It will be with profound gratification that 
it ts learned that the #Perty bell is again 
to go on one of its fruitful and useful jour- 
neys. 

No ono at Chicago in 183 or who watched 
the trip of the bell to the Columbian expo- 
sition or its homeward return can doubt 
that the bell was never so useful, never 
did so much to stimulate patriotism and 
never was the object of a reward. 
It was a thrilling proof of the patriotism 
on Which national safety and national 
greatness alike rest to see old and young, 
from small hamlets and. solitary farms, 
taking their fond look once in a lifetime on 
the symbol of national independence.- The 
love, the reverence and the overflowing loy- 
alty which the bell awakened was worth all 
the risks of the journey a thousand fold. 

Qur friends in Philadelphia miay res! 
assured that the bell will be as safe and 
as well guarded here as in its home. We 
Want it for a patriotic purpose. It will 
Stimulate loyalty and encourage the 
growth of genuine Americanism. It is 
a link between the present and the past 
and in its sectionalism will 
find no voice. The old liberty bell and 
its lessons should be kept before the 
people.

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Writing by Wire. 

Mr. H. H. Iohlsaat, of The Chicago 
Times-Herald, has won new laurels by 
his practical application of Gray’s telau- 
tograph to the requirements of jour- 
nalism. 

I‘or the first time in the history of 
newspapers, The ‘Times-Herald repro- 
duced last Friday autograph letters 
from prominent citizens and statesmen 
which had been sent by wire from the 
Cleveland convention the night before. 
The telautograph has been undergoing 
a perfecting process for seven years, but 
this is the first and only time tliat it 
has been successfully tested at long 
range by an ordinary commercial wire. 
the autograph letters received 
were several from G. S. Tiffany, elec- 
trician; John M. Thurston, W. W. Tracy, 
Powell Clayton, Fred -T. DuBois, 
Thomas H. Carter, John Patton, Jr., 
Robert P. Porter and others. The elec- 
trician also made a sketch of Professor 
Elisha Gray from memory and sent it 
by wire. It was reproduced in The 
Times-Herald and was recognized as a 
very fair likeness of the great inventor. 

It is hard to tell which is happier over 
the result—Mr. Kohlsaat or Professor 
Gray. The two are bound to go down 
together in history with their names 
linked to the telautograph. In the long- 
distance test of Thursday night a trans- 
mitter in Cleveland was connected with 
a receiver in Chicago, and an ordinary 
wire of the Postal Telegraph Company 
was used to carry the messages... The 
writer who sent a message sat down 
at the transmitter and used a self-feed- 
ing pencil case. The transmitter is a_ 


' 
| wheels, The pencil is attached to two | 


thin rods of steel wliich meet at an ‘angle 
of 90 degrees. As the writer used the 
pencil on a narrow strip of paper, 
stretched tight along the writing pad, 
the various strokes, curves and pune- 
tuation marks acted on the two steel |. 
rods, to which thin cords were at- 
tached and fastened round the drum, 
which regulated the interrupter wheel 
below. The movements of the pencil 
were thus chronicled and the electrical 
impulse was sent along the wires run- 
ning to Chicago. At the Chicago end 
two rods similar to those on the trans- 
mitter repeated the movements of: the 
pencil in Cleveland, the mechanism 
being identical. The receiver wrote the 
message in ink, the pen being a hollow 
glass tube with a fine point. Line 
sketches were also reproduced, the pen 
zigzagging from side to side until the 
pictures were completed. Every mes- 
sage Was transmitted in- the uninis- 
takable handwriting of its sender. 

Professor Gray has been working on 
his invention for seven years,. but it has 
never given complete satisfaction until 
Mr. Kohlsaat made arrangements to try 
it during the session of the Cleveland 
convention. The distance between 
Cleveland and Chicago is 431 miles, 
and it is now agreed that the result 
marks a new epoch in the fleld of the 
electrical transmission of intelligence. 
No skill is required on the part of the 
operator further than ‘to be able to write 
legibly. A business man may conduct 
his correspondence with it without the 
medium of an operater, and the instru- 
ment can be used in the ordinary af- 
fairs of business with as much ease as a 
telephone, and there is no reason why it 
should not be used by all business men, 
railways and even housekeepers in 
sending their daily orders to merchants. 
Professor Gray has made himself fa- 
mous by his telephone and other elec- 
trical inventions, but his telautograph is 
the crowning triumph of his life. 

It is say that Mr. IWwohlsaat 
will not rest until he has a complete 
telautographie service for The Times- 
Herald. Iie is one of the most en- 
terprising and venturesome men in mod- 
era journalism, and he will not be satis- 
fied until his great newspaper outstrips 
every Competitor. Ife is ambitious, 
brainy and still a young man. With his 
originality, genius and ample resources 
there is no telling how far he will ad- 
vince the journalism of the period. He 
has already given us the twentieth cen- 
tury Newspaper, and he is now ready 
for auother leap forward. The telauto- 
graph suits him, for he is the very in- 
curbation of electric energy himself. 
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A Work of Priceless Value, 
The people of the country at large 
will be delighted to learn that the goy- 
ernment is printing for free distribu- 
tion a work in four volumes containing 
ihe addresses, messages, proclamations 
sud other state papers of all the presi- 
dents of the United States, from Wash- 
ington to Cleveland.

A Brilliant Oceasion. 

The graduating exercises yesterday were 
remarkably brilliant and interesting. 

There was something substantial about 
the whole affair. There was no flow of 
flowery eloquence, no bombastic bursting of 
loaded sophomores, no gaudy trimmings, 
but solid common sense, sound logic, 
thoughtful and earnest discussion—these 
were the features that will signalize the 
commencement exercises of this school for 
1895 as the most notable in the history of 
the instjtution. 

Twelve young men were graduated. All 
of them completed their course with honor 
and credit to themselves and to the school 
from which they depart. 

Before the time for the opening of the 
regular exercises the visitors crowded into 
the workrooms and shops, where all the 
accomplishments of the students in the 
mechanical line for the past year were on 
exhibition.

Mapor Hanson then entered into an earn- 
est discussion wf his subject. He said that 
With all new discoveries opinions must 
change. The time of tradition has passed. 
We are living in an age of material ad- 
vancement. The slothful must fall to the 
rear, for the age demands the wide awake, 
energetic, diligent man. 

He discussed the new order of things 
and pointed out the necessity for departing 
from the old beliefs and customs that so 
long had retarded this section from ma- 
terial growth. He referred co the condition 
of the country today compared with what it 
was in 1892. Then the wheels of machinery 
were turning, then capital was reaching 
out; there was happiness, peace and plenty 
—the country bloomed as a rose and in all 
sections it seemed that the country was 
flourishing. Today ahis was not so. A\l- 
though there had been a slight revival re- 
cently, there was still general depression. 
The farmers of the state were crying aloud 
for help. There was an uncertain feeling 
everywhere and the people were reaching 
out for relief. 

What was the cause of this creat change? 
Was there any remedy? To what cculd 
this new condition of things be attributed? 

Major Hanson safd that the gret prosper- 
ity of the days of 1892 was due to indus- 
trial activity and the earning power of la- 
bor, and that the depression of today was 
attributable to idleness or iow wages. 

‘“‘But,”’ he said, ‘“‘compared witn the other 
sections of cur country, the states of the 
south—the cotton states—did not flourish 
in the days of ’92. They have never flour- 
ished, for fhe peopie have been loath to 
realize the fact that in order to prosper 
they must not depend solely upon cotton. 

“Cotton,” he continued, “has been our 
curse, not our king. The time has come 
when we must go farther and look to other 
resources. The sooner we learn that cot-

ton is not our only salvation, the better it 
will be for us.’’ 
The Causes of Low Prices. 


Major Hanson went into the causes of the 


low price of cotton. It was his idea that 
the absecne of population here to con- 
sume food products made necessary this 
production of the staple crop for export, 
two-thirds of which must be sold in compe- 
tition with the cotton of Hgypt and India, 
made with thefr low-priced labor. 

He referred to the time when the cotton 
famine in England was on and thousands 
of dollars were spent by the government to 
encourage the cultivation of the crop in 
other lands; how a three-cent bounty was 
given per pound for all cotton raised in 
India, and how the people rushed there 


«with capital and succeeded in cultivating 


the staple on a large scale. Now, both in 
India and Egypt, every year a crop with 
which our country cannot hope to compete 
‘was turned out and sent into the Liverpool 
markets. 

China called for a vast amount of this 
cotton. It was poured in there from Live;- 
pool and direct from India, China, too, 7% 
an early date, would begin the cultivation 
of cotton.

A New Century Near. 

Then Major Hanson told of the com- 
petative strife of the close of this century. 
A new century was dawning. {In the 
midst of this dawning the eager crowd 
of the world were jostling and pushing for- 
ward for ascendancy. individual was 
almost lost. It required all energy, force 
and manhood to rise above tne ordinary. 

The young man of the coming age was 
the man who could master all of the un- 
derlying principles of society, who would 
know the foundation. of all things, who 
could analyze and find the truth, no mat- 
ter how it was disguised. 

He reviewed the world’s productive fore- 
es during. the last three decades, and 
showed what strides had been made in 
science, The increased facilities for pro- 
duction were greater than he ever dream- 
ed of. Twenty years ago, when he first 
entered into the manufacturing business, 
he had no idea that that industrial prog- 
ress would be so marked. 

But the south had lagged for certain 
reasons and now she was calling for men. 

On the question of labor, Major Hanson

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said that with the advance of civilization 
the question of employment was becoming 


every day more serious. The armies of 
unemployed were.a peril to the safety of 
the republic and to the state. On the 
question of war he said that the ditferent 
countries were jealous of their commerce 
and would protect it at all hazards. Great 
navies were being constructeu to protect 
commerce and assist in conquests. Na- 
tions were looking for markets. 
Markets Are Needed. 

The burning question, he said, was not 
one of production but one of consumption. 
Tt was not a question of how much cot- 
ton we could raise but where we should 
find the proper market for that cotton. 
The south could produce cotton, like she 
had produced it, until her fields were 
fleeced but instead of increasing the pros- 
perity of the country it threw us deeper 
into the pithole of financial depression. 
There were Georgia farmers today who 
were bowed witih embarrassment, who 
felt the weight of heavy burdens because 
this question was not properly disposed of, 

Teen Major Hanson discussed states- 
manship. 

Touched Up the Congressmen. 

He made a passing fling at the Georgia 
congressmen, which called for a ‘smile 
from ‘those about the stage. 

“Without any personal feeling in the 
matter,’’ he said, ‘I want to say that ina 
great measure the development of this 
country depends upon the congressmen, 
and God knows if we can’t get men who 
will look out for the interests of their sec- 
tions better than the congressmen who 
now represent us we had better call them 
home and not have any congressmen, We 
could do better without them.”

They follow a 
beaten path without hope or purpose of 
change. They take their opinions at sec- 
ond hand.

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TOBE TRIED MONDAY 


‘The Hanvey Murder Case Was Sent Over 
Until Next Week. 


CAUSED BY COLONEL AUSTIN'S ILLNESS 


Three Negroes Secure Their Liberty one 
Technicality-The Grand {Jury 
Meets Today. 


_ — 


Dr. Lewis P. Hanvey, wife murderer, 
was brought before Judge Richard Clark 
yesterday morning for trial, but his case 
was sent over until Monday morning be- 
cause of the illness of Colonel James W. 
Austin, leading counsel for the defendant. 

Affidavits as to the necessity for Colonel 
Austin’s presence, the cause of his illness 
and the length of time he will probably be 
ill were introduced. Judge Clark stated 
that he woul@ set the case peremptorily 
for next Monday, and that if Colonel Aus- 
tin was not able to proceed Hanvey 
would have to get another lawyer. 

Dr. Hanvey is a rather short, stout man 
and has a stubby looking mustache, which 
he attacked very severely and kept under 
@ severe strain by pulling and tugging at 
it with his nervous fingers. He possessed 
none of the sang froid of Myers. He @ould 
not look steadily in any one direction but 
glanced uneasily on all sides. 

Solicitor Hill directed the court’s atten- 
tion to the Hanvey case and announced 
ready for the state. Mr. Park, of Aaistin 
& Park, stated that he was unable to pro- 
ceed for the defense on account of the ill- 
ness of Colonel J. W. Austin, leading coun- 
sel. He said that he had a number of affi- 


davits that he desired to present to the | 


court. 


‘ 
The first affidavit was from Dr. Harry 


Huzza and was dated June 25, 1896. It 
states that Mr. Austin is suffering from 
acute nervous exhaustion, the result of too 
much mental work. Dr. Huzza also states 
that he believes that Mr. Austin should 
enter into no court trial for at least two 
weeks. . 

The second affidavit was from Mr. Aus- 
tin himself. He says that he has been suf- 
fering from acute nervous prostration and 
has been unable to give the case the proper 
attention. He says that in justice to his 
client the case should not go to trial. He 
also says that he has been advised by his 
physicians that he cannot go into the case 
for two weeks without prejudice to his 
health. 

The third affidavit was signed by Dr. 
Hanvey. He states that he cannot go to 
trial without the presence and advice of 
his attorney, Mr. Austin. He also asks 
that the case go over for a term or until 
the recovery of his attorney, Mr. Austin, 
upon whom he relies. He also swears that 
the application is not made for the 
purpose of delay. 

Solicitor Hill said that it was 
showing and that he did not see 
could get around it, but that it 
Sincere wish that the men who 
upon committing crimes would 
healthy lawyers to defend them. 

Judge Clark said that he would send the 
case over until Monday, but that there 
would be no further delay. He said that 
if Mr. Austin was not well by that time 
the defendant would have to get some oth- 
er lawyer to take charge of the case. 

Dr. Hanvey was then taken back to the 
prisoner's room to be carried back to jail. 
Three Negroes Go Free. 
Because of a flaw in the indictment three 
negroes were permitted to go free, though 

there was no doubt as to their guilt. 

The negroes—Tom Hall, Gus Thomas and 
Will Shaw—were accused of robbery. They 
hel? up an Italian named John Quann. 
One pointed a gun at Quann and the oth- 
ers took the fruit. 

The charge against the negroes was rob- 
bery from a fruit stand. When the case 
was called yesterday after the Hanvey 
case had been continued, there was an 
important question to be decided. It has 
been held .by the supreme court that 
where a person is in charge of movable 
property and it is taken from him by force 
it is robbery. It was a question with the 
solicitor whether the act of the three men 
was robbery or burglary. It was, there- 
fore, alleged in the indictment that they 
had been guilty of robbery from the friut 
stand of Quann. 

Mr. Ed Robinson represented the state, 
as Solicitor Hill was too hoarse to con- 
duct the case. After the state’s case was 
made out the attorneys for the defense 
asked that a verdict for their clients be 
directed as robbery from the stand and 
not robbery from the person was alleged. 
Judge Clark directed the verdict and the 
men were released. 

Court then adjourned until Monday morn- 
‘dng, when the Hanvey case will be called.

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EMIGRANTS IN TROUBLE. 


African Would-Be Emigrants 
Into a Lively Fight. 

There was a case in the police court yes- 

terday which indicated that all is not se- 

rene in the African Emigration Movement 

Association, an organization holding meet- 

ingson Markham street, near Davis street. 
The immediate cause of the association 

turning up in court was what seems to 
have been a liveiy fight, participated in by 
minister and laymen, at the hall of the as- 

., ociation Tuesday night. 

; Nelson Callaway, a tall negro preacher, 
Who it seems presides over the delibera- 
tions of the association, was charged with 
running a disorderly house. The evidence 
of the case showed that he and Elbert 
Jennings, one of the leading members of 
the association, got into a difficulty, during 
which a stick and other pulpit furniture 
was freely used. The trouble occurred 
about li o’clock Tuesday night. When the 
Officers arrived they found the preacher, 
Jennings and many members of the con- 
Bregation engaged in what they called a 
friendly bout, but there was evidences of a 
fight, the two men mentioned being 4r- 
rested on the. charge named. The case 

. against Jennings was dismissed, but the 
preacher, Callaway, was fined $35.75 by Act- 
ing Recorder Broyles. 

The African Emigration Association has 
been in existence in the western part of the 
city for about two years and during that 
time its progress has been marred by fre- 
quent trouble, the principal difficulty ap- 
pearing to be the failure of the would-be 
emigrants to emigrate. Two or three meet- 
ings a week have been held since the so- 
ciety was organized, it is said, at which 
the payment of dues has always been or- 
dered. The deliberations of the association 
have most invariably been exceedingly live- 
ly, the debates on the planus of emigration 
proposed taking a wide and boisterous 
scope. Until several months ago the as- 
sociation had been holding its meetings in 
@ hall near an African Methodist church, 
in the western part of the city, but so dis- 
orderly did the meetings become that the 
church congregation had to resort to strat- 
‘@gy.to get rid of the association, the meet- 
ings having disturbed the congregation in 
its worship. The church people debated the 
problem of getting the emigrationists away 
for some months before it ovcurred to them 
to rent the hall out from under the asso- 
ciation, which was done, being a happy so- 
lution of the question, the association find- 

‘ing itself unable to pay the rent. offered 
and paid for the hall by the church,

Jourdan S. Lorry, Aged. 94, Is at the 
Point of Death.

HE ONCE LIVED IN MARTHASVILLE 


His Great Grandfather Came to Georgia in 
1850— An Autobiography of the 
Aged Man. 


A remarkable man, one of the early 
Settlers of north Georgia and who built 
the third house in Marthasville, is dying 
in Temple, Ga. 

His name is Jourdan 8. Lurgy, of French- 
German descent, and he was; on his last 
birthday, which was January ;lst, ninety- 
four years old, having been born in 1801. 

He is the grandfather of the well-known 
Burton boys, who are known as the “Jay- 
birds,”’ These boys are aH industrious 
fellows and work from early morning until 
late at night, thus showing characteris- 
tics of their ancestry. 

While old age was creeping on him, 
Jourdan Lurry determined that he would 
leave behind him a sketch of himself and 
his family as far back as he knew for 
the benefit of his descendants. With this 
in view, last September he wrote a sketch 
of himself and his’ wanderings. He says 
that his grandfather came to Carroll coun- 
ty, Georgia, in the latter part of 1700 from 
France and that his name was William 
Lurry, While his. wife was a woman of 
German descent. He tells of the descend- 
ants of his grandparents and then begins 
the story about himself. It is given in 
his own words and is as follows: 

“I, Jourdan 8S. Lurry, was born in the 
year of lsvl, the Ist day of January, and 
the first hour of that day near White Oak 
Hill, Camden county, N. C. I married a 
Miss Elizabeth Cartwright, of North Caro- 
lina, in 1822. We were the parents of thir- 
teen children. Here are their names and 
birthplaces: Lemuel, born in North Caro- 
lina, February, 1823; Marguret, born in 
North Carolina, June, 24, 1824; ‘Elizabeth, 
in North Carolina, August, 1820; Wilson, 
in North Carolina, February, 1827; Wil- 
liam, in North Carolina, November, 1828; 
Willis, in North Carolina, Septem- 
ber, 1829; Mary, in North Carolina, Febru- 
ary, 1832; Chloe, in North Carolina, March, 
1834; Sallie, in Butts county, Georgia, in 
June, 1836; Francis, in Liberty. Hill, Pike 
county, Ga., April, 18388; Martha, in Pike 
county, Georgia, October, liv; Nancy, in 
Pike county, in 1842; Absalom Gray, in 
Pike county, October 2, 1846. 

Of His Many Travels, 

“My wife Gnd I were married on the 
14th day of February, 1822, and lived at her 
father’s house for a short time when we 
moved out to the Miles Gregory, on the 
main road to the courthouse, and after- 
wards moved to a place, called Wadkins 

3ranch, N. C. We moved there in 1523 
and lived there until 1829, and moved to 
Elizabeth City, N. C., and lived there one 
year. Next we moved back to Camden 
county, North Carolina, and lived there 
until 1835, and moved to Virginia, but 
staid there only a short time. Afterwards 
we decided to move to Florida. 

“We staid only a short time there and 
I made onward uniil J] reached Indian 
Spring, in Butts county. Stopped there 
on the 16th day of June, 180, having been 
on the road forty days from Portsmouth, 
Va. I stopped there on account of a war 
going on in Florida. I then got a house 
for us ajl and went to work in the field. 
Afterwards I took to my trade—building 
houses, repairing watermills anu building 
new mills in the counties of Butts, Mon- 
roe and Pike and different districts. 

“In the year 1836 I kept up my trade and 
built a millon Big Sandy creek, one mile up 
the creek from indian Spring for Thomas 
Douglas and Willis Jenkins; built another 
millhouse for old Samuel Duffy, an Irish- 
man, on Cabin creek. Afterwards I moved 
into Monroe county and worked on a saw 
mill for Green English, on Buck creek; 
all in the year 1505. : 

“Then I moved to Pike 
Buren built two dwelling houses 1n 1833; 
moved from Van Buren the first of ‘39 to 
Orr’s district, and built a house for burrell 
Orr, and also one for James Halsey and 
one for Clark Dickerson in J84), 

“Then I moved within three miles of 
Griffin, in 1542, and in 1543 moved to Griffin 
and lived in Griffin until 1549. 

“Then I went over to Henry county—the 
original name of fFuiton county—on the 
Macon and Western railroad. Then, in 
the year of 185v, IL moved to Jonesboro, 
Clayton county. In 1851 moved to Fair- 
burn. In 1852 moved to West —~v.nt, Troup 
county. Jn 1835 moved back to Griffin 
and lived there until 1567; then moved to 
Sen@a, Coweta county, and lived there 
until 1881. Then I moved to Carroll coun- 
ty, near Tempie. During this time, from 
1835 to 1880, 1 built over one sundred dwell- 
ing houses in Georgia. In lov (ne was at 
this time seventy-nine years old) I gave 
up the trade of building houses and did 
somg cabinet work; made wind&W sashes, 
tables and safes. 

kotitowing the Laws of Nature. 

“T now, in my ninety-fourth year, give 
up all my tools to the rising generation, 
as my time in this world will soon be over, 
according to nature. I leave this for my 
family and friends to took over when I am 
no more on this earth. My wife and I lived 
together sixty odd years, but two years 
ago she was called to go to a better world, 
leaving me, with children and grandchil- 
dren as my only comfort. And that is 
why I have written this at leisure mo- 
ments when the past was my only com- 
fort I will be ninety-four years old the Ist 
day of January, 18%. Iamiin my usual 
health at present. September 10, 1894. 

“JOURDAN 8. LURRY.” 
Moved Eighteen Times. 

In fifty-eight years the old man moved 
eighteen times, twice going back to the 
same place. He has thirty great-grand- 
children and probably sixty or more grand- 
children, some of them very old them- 
selves. tie was stricken with paralysis 
on June 24th, and is in a very precariotis 
condition, according to the last accounts 
received by his relatives here.

THE NEW STATE CODE 


There Is a Great Task Before the Com- 
mittee from the Legislature. 


REVIEWING THE COMMISSIONERS’ WORK 


It Will Require Several Weeks To Com- 
pletethe Job—A Complete Codifi- 
cation of the Georgia Laws. 


The legislative committee, which is now 
busy with the work of examining the new 
code of Georgia prepared under the di- 
rections of the state legislature by a special 
commission appointed to codify thalaws of 
the state, has been in session at the state 
capitol for more than a week and while the 
work is quite tedious, the examiners are 
making good progress and will soon finish 
their task. 

The commission 
1893 consists of Judge 
Clifford Anderson, of Macon, 
R. Lamar, of Augusta. 

These were appointed 
the chief justice and the 
of the state supreme court, and according 
to the stipulations of the last legislature 
a joint committee was appointed to care- 
fully examine and report upon the work 
at the next session of the legislature. 

If this joint committee of examiners 
from the legislature should accept and ap- 
prove the work of the commissioners in the 
codtfication ot the Georgia laws, thea 
they are to frame a law or bill to be pre- 
Sented at the next session of the state leg- 
islature to make of force the code prepared. 

The text of the civil and the penal codes 
has: been completed by the commissioners 
and is now being examined the special 
joint committee from the legislature, which 
is in session at the state capitol. 

Inasmuch the resolution requires the 
special committee to ‘“‘carefully’’ examine 
the work of the commissioners, and as the 
code will be adopted if approved by the 
committee, it can be seen that it devolves 
upon the committee to use the greatest 
‘care in making their examinations, 

They have now been in session 
state capitol since the 17th instant and 
they, with the commissioners, are going 
over and carefully comparing line by line 
every section of both codes. 

The work is very laborious and 
Sarily tedious, but the commissioners and 
members of the committee are doing every- 
thing within their power to avoid mistakes. 

It will probably require several weeks to 
complete the examination. 

It is no doubt needless to repeat in this 
connection that there was great need for 
the change in the codification of the Geor- 
gia laws. There was no end of trouble 
borne by the bar, and the difticulties in 
the way were nuijserous so long as the 
multitudinous differences prevailed in the 
present code. The commissioners only 
in hand the work of codifying the laws 
not revising them. It is said by those who 
are familiar with the situation that a gen- 
eral revision of the laws is badly needed. 

There will probably be eat bene- 
fits derived from the new hat is to be 
printed for the state with codilication 
of the commissioners.
